Two days later he saw the same 
woman interviewed on television 
and identified as Jack Ruby's 
sister.

One chilling area now being 
explored by private investi- 
gators Into the Dallas affair Is 
the growing list of key witnesses 
wholmve since met with horrible 
or mysterious deaths. 

The 17th victim, a cigarette 
girl in Ruby's Carousel Club, 
dM only a few weeks aao.

Miss Baigallen, who was work- 
ing on the assassination at the 
time of her death, spent ^ 
and a half alone with Jack 
Ri^y during his trial in Dallas, 
the only JoumAiist to do ao. 
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
